The Fenian Bubble. 

There novor was an organization 
assuming to bo based upon orthodox 
principles, and inspired by tho noblo in« 
contivos of justicoand patriotism, that 
has cut so ridiculous a figuro in tho oyes 
of tlio world as tho unfortunate asso- 
ciation styling themselves Fonians. It 
may bo naid thai " nothing succocds 
like success;" and that had Jumos 
Stophons and his boguiled followers 
accomplished the liberation and inde- 
pendence of Iroland they would havo 
boon tho idols of horo worshippers. 
Wo will accept the aphorism, and not 
gainsay tho forco of its application. 
But it has boon too palpable from tho 
outsot that thoso who assumed to bo 
tho leaders and directors of tho sodi- 
tious uiovoiuont wore neither instigated 
by lovo for their nativo soil nor a 
dosiro to rodross wrongs and griev, 
ances, imaginary or real, but simply 
and purely by a penchant for noto- 
riety and prospective plunder. 
What has boon tho record of O'Ma- 
honoy and its other .self-constitutod 
exocutivo officers? lias it not been a 
record of tbo mo.it barefaced pecula- 
tion 'I Wo aro speaking of tho Ameri- 
can continent; for it is there, and there 
alono, that Fenianism has any tangible 
existence. Jirothorhoods wore estab- 
lished everywhere, and through tho 
medium of inflated addiossoB, fed by 
falso and sonsational tolographio an- 
nouncements, tho hoarts of Irishmen 
were firod and their purso strings 
opened. Contributions poured into 
tbo central treasury, tho Head Contres 
and their subordinates bocamo sudden- 
ly enrichod, built expocsivo mansions, 
and only withdrow from oQico when 
tho empty coffers indicated an "abuse 
of trust." Whore so convenient an 
opportunity lor hnndling tho funds 
presented itself it was, of courso, only 
natural that other Richards should 
appear on tho field, and Stephons, 
Huberts and Sweeney assorted their 
proteneions to tho chief direction of 
tho Brotherhood. Tho miserable fails 
uro of tho Koborts and Sweeney raid 
on tho Canadian borders caused thoir 
downfall, and Stephens, frosh from 
the horrors of a British dungeon, 
stepped into favor, with tho title 
of Chief Organizer. Stophons, of 
courso, doprccatod tho courso pur-

000 Bince his arrival in this country, and 
but littlo now remains in tho treasury ; alsrj 
that moat of the arms of the present organiza- 
tion were sent to Ireland. A directory will 
be appointed at the mooting. There is no 
doubt that Stephens is still in the city. 

Montreal, Jan 4. — Tho sentences of tho 
condemned Fonians are, by direction of the 
Homo Government, commuted to twenty 
years' imprisonment. 

New York, Jan, 6— Quito an explosion 
has been produced in Fenian ranks, by tho 
discovery that James Stephens never left 
New York, but remained hero hidden and 
had even deserted from the ranks. This fact 
was officially aunouueed and formed tho 
subject of conversation at a meeting ot the 
Fenian Centres last evening, which requosted 
Geo. Gleason to fill the vacancy and voted to 
continue their exertions. Stephana justifies 
his action on the ground that tho organization 
is not powerful enough to attempt tho Itera- 
tion of Ireland. Col. Riley stated to tho 
meeting that he did not think Stephens was 
a traitor but attributed bis conduct to cowaid< 
ice.

Seat of Government. 

Messrs Editors: — ft might well be suppos- 
ed that tho able speeches which were made at 
the densely crowded meeting of the peoplo 
on Monday, convincing as they were to iho 
mind of every one present that Victoria incut 
be tho scat of Government, had exhausted 
the subject. Nevertheless, there are one or 
iwo additional considerations connected with 
this all important question which ought uol 
10 be lost sight of, and of which I venture to 
remind your readers. 

The proposition whether Victoria is cer- 
tain lo ba the seat of Government, il the 
peoplo uro only true to themselves, is one 
containing in itself certain oleuienls from 
which, if correctly reasoned upon, an answer 
in tho affirmative can bo deduced wilh a con- 
clusiveness amounting to mathematical ex- 
actness. 

The solution of tbo problem, it will be 
admitted, depends upon ono or nil of the fol- 
lowing powers : Her Majesty's Government, 
the people of the Colony, the local Govern- 
ment, and tho Governor. 

With regard to the first, it will be remem- 
bered that the Imperial Act united I wo Col- 
onies, each having separate institutions and 
a Bepaiate capital, as equals, ami not by way 
of annexation. The Act makes no mention 
of a capital, and why ? Is il to bo supposed 
that Her Majesty's advisers forgot that 
whereas two seats of Government existed 
i! n 13 only would be required under Union ? 
Her Majesty's Councillors are guided by loo 
much experience and wisdom lo admit ol this 
supposition. They saw at once that this is a 
people's question, and wisely declined to in- 
terlere. Even in the case ol Ottawa they 
took no part, until requested by the people 
to arbitral j. 

A'e next come lo the peoplo. From in- 
quiries 1 have made from many reliable 
sources, I believe the summer population, 
whiles and Chinese, of tho mainland, may be 
set down as not exceeding (i 000, and Ibe 
winter population as not exceeding 3,000 ; 
and we know that before the luto Government 
undertook to develop our resources the popu 
laiion of Victoria alone considerably exceeded 
lhat figure. Victoria, therefore, should have 
half a voice in this question | but when to 
that of Victoria we udd that ol every town 
and dislricl in tho Colony outside of Now 
Westminster, the ellect cannot lail to bo 
irresi itible. 

Next, the lonal Government. It is 
independent of the people? No. Why/ Never 
before stood a Government in such a finan- 
cial predicament as this Government stands. 
To understand this, requires no sheds ol 
figures or quires ol estimates, This simple 
consideration will suffice. As yet, this is a 
gold producing country simply. Value of 
gold produced per annum, $2 000,000. Cost 
of governing, $1,000,000. Now, in what 
position would tho agents of an estate io 
England bo if half the rental was swallowed 
up in iho cost of management, und il, in ad- 
dition to ibis, the rental was diminishing as 
the cost of minagninenl increased ? Au'ain, 
consider 81.000.000, divided among 5000 
people; laxes, S200 per head, per annum. 1 
am speaking of the last published British 
Colombia Iteturns. 

Impending bankruptcy stares the Govern- 
ment in tho face. Ono or both of two 
courses only is open lo them, eiiher greatly 
to reduce expenses or In increase the area of 
taxation, by greatly adding population. The 
former alternative only cannot save them, 
because tho o< st ol governing a very small 
population on the present system, does not 
differ much from thu coat of governing a very 
largo one ; and how can they inoienso popu- 
lation otherwise than by forming a strong 
Government at Victoria, ihe only epot upon 
ibe coast capable of being converted into a 
rallying point for tho retreating CX" migra- 
tion ? 

Stern necessity will require both Governor 
and Government to work with tho people in 
this mattor, and to both, wo say, us beforo, 
the local ion of the >■ i of Government is lor 
I iho people to deoid • lands off! Act with 
the strict impartiality and unflinching neu - 
trality, and the nuw Government may then 
roly upon recei ving a gonorous support from 
a grateful people. P,

Columns of tho public press, 1 take tho surest 
means of making an open profession of my 
political faith, and of eliciting from my tellow 
citizens their views on tho various subjects I 
purpose to discuss in these letters. 

You are now vested with rights as ample 
as any despot of modern days ; beware that 
you use those powers might, for on your 
personal exertions and good faith ibis Colony 
will either stand or fall, and the whole and 
ontire responsibility resls with youisolf. Il 
is useless for you to east upon your Council 
the onus of laws which may be disastrous or 
burdensome to the community. For your 
Council Imvo to do as you bid them ; their 
hands are tied ai J their mouths aro shut, for 
honorable men though some ol them m-o. you 
can hardly expect such superhuman patriot- 
ism in this distant region that will euablo 
men to east such cam lo the winds and 
throw up all the prospects which naturally 
belong to thoso who servo a Governor well. 
The loaves and fishes aro in your hands, and 
tho poor fellows must bo fed ; aud so they 
follow the bread and its f iver. 

Sire, your first duty will bo one that must 
cause considerable pain to a feeling heart; you 
will have lo dismiss Irom their posts thoso 
officials which the Union ol the Colonies have 
rendered superfluous ; in doing this, I trust 
that a spirit ol fairness will bo manifested, 
and those persons retained, in whichever 
Colony they may have served, who havo 
proved themselves fit and able men for tho 
positions they occupy, and let those be dis- 
missed who have inefficiently lullilled their 
duties ; and I trust that in thus performing 
your duty, your better eonss will not be 
blinded by the vain flatteries and toadyism ol 
thoso who aro around yon ; with regard, how- 
ever, to this part ot iho subject, I may ad- 
dress you at a lulure lime. 1 now go on to 
one of the first acu which you havo done 
towards practical economy, in the reduction 
of the salaries o( the official stafr. It may 
bo, that the officials who have thus had their 
allowance diminished were overpaid, it may 
be 'buy wero useless altogether, but I am not 
awaro ihat the salaries thus rednoed were out 
of proportion to those who hold the higher 
olliccs under your Government. To my mind, 
siic, you show an unpardonable want ol cour- 
age in thus making those culler who cannot 
complain, aud leaving untouched the salaries 
of thoso whose strictures you might fear ; 
but to Co sure none of thoso who havo thus 
felt your administrative power havo any vole 
in the Council, The magistrates and others, 
who have seals in that august bodv, either 
by selection or iu virtue ot iheir office, you 
leave with full pockets. The reason is ob- 
vious : they might not bo 60 pliable if they 
were hungry. You, however, might say they 
were an underpaid eot of meritorious men ; 
granted, but tho same remark will apply in 
equal force to those who have figured 89 lately 
in the Gazette.

Gold Excitement in Madoc, C.W. — For 
weeks past there has been considerable ex- 
citement aboiu tho guld discoveries in Madoc. 
Mr James DeSUfl, a merchant living in Madoc, 
writes to his brother, Dr Deans, of Gait: — 
" There is no doubt that gold has been dis- 
covered on n farm owned by a man named 
Richardson, and I daresay the Globe and 
Leader, which are within our reach, have 
mndo known to you further f'aota relating to 
tha mine. I may add in a few words, how- 
over, that on Friday last, through the medium 
of myself and Mr Gray, Iho claim was trans- 
ferred to a Boston firm for nearly 8-10,000 in 
American gold. Tho claim is represented by 
two rocky hills, and covers twenty-two acres 
of laud. On Saturday a Calilornian offered 
$1500 for what earth he could take out of tho 
hole in half an hour with no other assistance 
than n common garden hno. Mr Vennor, of 
Sir William Logan's stiff, assisted by a 
watchmaker here, obtained a tew days ogo 
from two and a half pints of the ordinary 
loose earih, pure goll amounting in value 
to twenty-four dollars.

The Wreck of Hie Iflauiia Kea. 

Humphrey Leary nnd John Cartage, lato 
BOamen on bortrtl the Hawaiian bark Maunn 
Kea, tlio loss of which was announced jester- 
day, reached town yesterday morning, and 
woro taken hel'oro Henry Rhodes, Esq - , 
Hawaiian Consul, to whom they made a state- 
ment, for a synopsis of which wo uro indebt- 
ed to that gentleman : 

"The Mauna Kea sailed from Puget Sound 
for Honolulu in tho beginning of November, 
and when outside Capo Flattery, about 150 
miles, experienced continued heavy weather, 
and became waterlogged and went over on her 
boam ends ; her masts were cut away to right 
her, and sho drifted about lor fifteen days, nnd 
finally stranded near Klaskino, on the wost 
coast of Vancouver Island. Two of her crow 
wcro drowned after stranding, namely: Brooks, 
second mate, and Johnson, foremast hand. 
Tho crew remained about nine days on the 
beach, subsisting on shell fish, when the In- 
dians came from Klaskino, and took the crow 
to their village ; after remaining about three 
weeks there, a canoo arrived from Quatsino 
■with Indians, nnd on their return took John 
Cartago to Fort Rupert, Humphrey Leary 
going thcro at the Game time in a canoe 
belonging to Klaakino. At the time of leav- 
ing, tho Captain of tho Mauna Kea stated that 
ho was anxious to leavo with as, but that ho 
was preventod from doing so by the Klaskino 
Chief. Wo nrrived about five days after leav- 
ing tho Captain, at Fort Rupert, and remained 
thoro about six days, and left Fort Rupert on 
the 2nd inst., arriving in Victoria on tho night 
of the 8th. We left at Klaskino the captain, 
mato cook and three seamen, and n woman 
passenger (nativo Hawaiian,) Two of tho sem 
men were much disabled and week from ex- 
posure, and the wholo party much reduced, 
having saved nothing from tho wreck, and ob, 
taining only very littlo dried fish from tho In- 
dians." 

Tho wants of Loary nnd Cartago, who aro 
in a destitute stato, were supplied by Mr 
Rhodes. Application was made to Mr Youngi 
ns tho representative of the Government, for a 
naval steamer to proceed to Klaskino and 
rescue tho mcj Irom the grasp of the Indians, 
and thcro Is roason to believo that a suitablo 
vesaol will be despatched to-day. The Mauna 
Kea will bo better remembered as tho Ameri* 
ean bark Maria. She arrived at Esquimau in 
18M, with Chiuese passengers, and owing to 
somo infraction of tho navigation laws on the 
trip, was libelled, when tho captain hoisted 
anchor and set sail for Port Angeles, to pre. 
Tent the seizure of the bark. Sho was sub- 
sequently sold to somo Hawaiian rnorchants, 
by whom bar namo waa changed to tho Mauna 
Kea, and bIio had since been engaged in the 
lumber carrying trado between Honolulu and 
Puget Sound. 

Not Bad— On Tuesday ni^bt, as Mr A — , 
a married gentleman, waa proceeding to bi3 
residence, near Pandora street ; he Was ac- 
costed at the corner opposite the Presby- 
terian Church, by an individual, who in 
breathless excitement informed him that 
some desperate rufliatis were prowling about 
tho neighborhood und-jr tho guiio of itiner- 
ant players, but with tho real object of plun- 
der, and that tho rascals hud that moment 
entered Mr A — 'a own premises, On hear- 
ing this, Mr A—, who knew that the wife 
of hia bosom was alono and unprotected, be- 
came greatly incensed, and rushed home, 
followed by his informant, On reaching the 
railing before the house, ho heard music, und 
detected inside three cut-throat-looking ras- 
cals resembliog in the dark Italian banditti, 
ono of whom, a little thick set man, was 
turning a barrel organ, while the second, 
a taller man, jingled a tambourine and danced 
grotesquely, and llio enstinett man, who was 
still taller, was pussin^; round the hat. Mr 
A — became furious, und with bis courage 
screwed up eeveral degrees above 'the 
sticking placo," grasped the little organ 
grinder arid the tambourine doaperado by the 
throat, sternly demanding their business. 
Somewhat alarmed the foreigners replied in 
broken accents 'you no like zo musik, wo 
go 'way;" Mr A— was in the act of an- 
swering the enquiry by a terrific knock down 
blow, when one of I be party could no longer 
restrain his risible organs, and the enraged 
husband recognized in the persona of the 
BOpposed bandits the familiar forms of three 
well-known citizens, who were ougnged in 
tho harmless amusement of serenading the 
houses of their friends, and collecting money 
for benevolent purposes. Twentv-ihrce dol- 
lars were raised by this means, w'ieh will be 
devoted to the iwo hospitals. The beauty of 
tho joke is that in Mr A — throttled two of 
tho supposed burglars, tho informant cried 
out ''hold fast until I Hod a policomnn," and 
started off on his hopeless errand, from which 
ho has not yet returned. Tho treasurers of 
tho Royal Hospital and Femalo Infirmary 
may receivo the money on applying at this 
office. 



Tub St. Andrew's Chukcit Tea Meeting, 
last evening, was one of the most agreeable it 
has over been our lot to attend. Tea was 
served in tho Royal Charter building on Fort 
Etieet, access to which was gained through 
the church and rear premises. After tea, 
the company adjourned to tho church, where 
addresses wcro delivered by Rovs Mr Sorrier* 
ville and Simpson, Chief Justice Ncedham, 
Mr A R Robertson and others. Tho la-teness 
of the hour at whioh tho party separatedi 
precludes n more lengthy notico to day. 

Arrival or tiik Lincoln — Tho U. S. 
steam revenue cutter Lincoln, Capt. White, 
arrivod last evening from Port Townsend, to 
await tho arrival of tho mail. Among tho 
gentlemen on board woro Collector Wilson, 
Dr Calhoun, Mr Gerrisb and Mr Taylor. 
The cutter will return to-day. Thick weather 
is reportod in tho Straits, and nothing was 
seen of tho Active. 



The schooner Crosby, tho vessel that re- 
turned to Portland from the Columbia River 
Darin distiess, is still lyiog in Port Town- 
send harbour. Sho will requiro extensive 
repairs. The schooner was bound for Port- 
land from San Juan Island with lime, and 
lay off the mouth of the Columbia River (or 
several weeks, afraid to venluro across on 
account of tho severe weather. 



From New Westminster, — Tho steamer 
Fideliter, Captain Erskina, roturned from 
New W'estminBler, yesterday with fifteen 
passengers. Tho most important news in 
tho local papers has been anticipated by tho 
telegraph.
